enquired after aud meets with ready sale, 
is matter for congratulation. The indus - 1 
try is a most important one, and in the] 
several Colonies of Australia and in New! 
Zealand a large amount of capital has; 
been invested in the erection of the neces- j 
sary buildings and appliances for the pro- ! 
secution of the enterprise. Otago has not | 
been behindhand, as the extensive premises j 
of the Otago Meat Preserving Company at 
Green Island, and those of the New Zen- j 
land Meat Preserving Company at Kaka- 
nui, amply testify. At the former Com- 1 
pany’s establishment — which lias for its ! 
superintendent and manager a gentleman j 
well known in this district, Mr R. Lough- I 
nan, — no less than 30,000 sheep and 1000 ! 
head of cattle were slaughtered, preserved, • 
and tinned during the p ast season, for ex-j 
portation and home use. We have not 
seen the returns from the other establish-! 
lishment we have mentioned, but doubtless 1 
they will be equal to, if not in excess of, i 
those of the Otago Company. In other' 
parts of the Colony, the New Zetland j 
Company have erected extensive premises I 
and carried on operations with great] 
vigour : noticeably at the Washdvke, ! 
Timaru, where a very large number ofj 
cattle and sheep have been disposed of. j 
For the coming season, the Otago Com- 
pany have promises of considerable num- 
bers of both sheep and cuttle, and active 
operations will in a few days be resumed. [ 
From personal trial we can vouch for the 1 
very excellent quality and palatableucss of 
the tinned meat issued from this establish-! 
ment. In the United Kingdom and over! 
the whole of Europe there is a limitless; 
field for the sale of preserved meat, and soj 
long as its present excellent quality is 
maintained, there is not much fear of the 
demand fulling off. The “ Anglo- Austra- 
lian,” a shrewd aud reliable writer in the, 
European Mail, states that the trade isi 
now fairly established, and considers that 
there is hardly any likelihood of the mar- 
ket being again overstocked. As in every- 
thing else, competition will no doubt be- 
come keen amongst meat-preserving com- 
panies ; but the large capital required is 
almost a sufficient guarantee that the in- 
dustry will not be overdone. Moderate 
competition is healthy, and in the present 
instance will no doubt have the effect of 
inducing those interested in rival estab- 
lishments to devote all their energies to 
the production of a superior article. The 
firm establishment of tins important in- 
dustrial pursuit has added another article 
of export to our yearly-increasing list, and 
besides proving an additional source of 
ineome, has tile effect of bringing the 
Colonv into closer relationship with the 
Old World. A fair field for the disposal 
of the surplus slock of cattle and sheep 
owners is not the least of the benefits which 
the introduction of meat-preserving has 
bestowed upon the Colony. Two or three 
years ago there were loud complaints of 
inability to dispose ef stock at anything 
liko a reasonable figure ; but we apprehend 



A couple of faithful adherents and sup- 
porters of the General Government, Mr 
Thomas Bikch and Mr James Seaton, are 
about to reap the reward of their political 
servility. These gentlemen went home by 
the last San Franeisoo mail-steamer bear- 
ing credentials to the Agent-General of the 
Colony, Dr FeAthrrston, — the same mail 
no doubt carrying letters’ of recommenda- 
tion to the latter gentleman to employ 
Messrs Birch and Seaton in the capacity 
of perambulating immigration lecturers. 
We quite agree with our Dunedin morning 
contemporary in its remarks on the ap- 
pointment of Mr Birch ; for an appoint- 
ment it undoubtedly is, notwithstanding 
that the Evening Star says it rests entirely 
with Dr Featherston whether he avails 
himself of the services of the Government 
nominees or not.- It is only reasonable to 
suppose that the Agent-General will act 
up to the wishes of his Government, and • 
avail himself of the services of those who 
come to him from the Colony fortified with 
the favour and bearing the credentials of 
the Executive. Mr BincH, however good 
as a citizen he may have been, possesses 
neither the education nor the ability neces- 
sary in a gentleman whose business it is 
to address large audiences in support of 
the advantages Otago presents as a fiild 
for colonization : and the same remarks 
apply, in even a stronger degree, to Mr 
Seaton. The selection of thoso gentlemen 
us immigration lecturers is in itself almost 
sufficient to warrant ns in saving that the 
end aimed at by the Government will be 
entirely defeated ; and certainly qqit» suffi- 
cient to justify the assertion that the ap- 
pointments have not been made in tlie 
public interest, but simply as a quid pro 
qao for the thick. and-thin support given 
to the Government and their friends. 
There are plenty of men in the Colony 
well fitted by education and colonial ex- 
perience for the offices in question ; and 
in the face of this fact, and of the unfitness 
of Messrs Birch and Seaton, the only 
conclusion is tiiat their appointment is a 
piece of gross favouritism shown to un- 
qualified men simply because they were 
Government supporters. 



The only business transacted in the 
Resident Magistrate’s Court on Thursday last 
was the granting of ail application for a billiard- 
licence by Thomas Heron, of the White Hart 
Hotel, Cromwell. 

The Clutha and Kawarau rivers have 
now reached their highest summer level, and 
many holders of claims along the hanks have 
been obliged to suspend operations in conse- 
quence of their tail-races being entirely sub- 
merged. 

A rich lode lias at last been struck in 
the Duke of Cumberland quartz-claim, adjoining 
the Heart of Oak. We are not in possession of 
any particulars, but we have reason to believe 
that the discovery is a really valuable one. We 
are also informed that some splendid-looking 
stone is being got out of the Young Australian 
claim, of which Mr John Jackson was tho pro- 
spector. 

The Elizabeth Company have appointed 
Mr T. M’Ardell, late of the Arrow, as manager 
of their claim and battery. We understand that 
Mr M’Ardell has had extensive experience in 
quartz-mining and battery management at 
Wood’s Point, Victoria, and subsequently in 
Queensland. 

We are informed by a shareholder that 
a rich lode was struck a few days since in the 
Adams’s Gully Quartz Mining Company's shaft. 
A portion of the stuff taken from the reef was 
pounded in a mortar, and found to average a 
pennyweight to the dish! Tile party intend 
putting in a tunnel to cut the new leader. 

The want of seasonable rain will be 
severely felt by every cultivator in this district. 
A very small proportion of the oat crop will be 
worth harvesting ; indeed the greater part of it 
has been already cut down and converted into 
hay. 

In reference to the proposed periodica) 
shifting of gold-fields wardens, the Tuapeka 
Times believes that it is contcmnlated to remove 
only two wardens at present— those of the Dun- 
stan and Tuapeka, who will exchange districts ; 
and that the said removal is made solely with 
the view of redeeming a promise made by the 
Government to one of the wardens affected when 
he took office. 

The Otago Graving Dock was formally 

handed over to the trustees hy the contractors 
(Messrs Connor & Mackay) on Thursday last. 
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On Friday week (as we learn from the

An unfortunate case of suicide, (says the 
Jj r uce Standard) occurred in the East Clutht 
district on the 3rd inst., a young man namel 
Andrew Anderson having shot himself. At the 
inquest held on his body, a verdict of “ten.- 
porary insanity" was returned by the jury. 
From the evidence it appeared that he had been 
heard to express himself as weary of his life, 
sometime previously to the fatal deed.

Lingard, but better known as “ Old Jacky,” was 
found dead in his tent last week. The jury re- 
turned a verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence, which was to the effect that the de- 
ceased died from serous apoplexy. 

A Kyeburn miner named James White 
met with a serious accident while on his way to 
the Mount Ida Race-course on Thursday. We 
learn from the Chronicle that White was riding

THE GOVERNMENT plan oi? assistance. 

Among the provisions of the Immigration 
and Public Works Act Amendment Act, 1871, 
is one authorising the Minister for Public 
Works to receive applications for advances of 
money to aid in the construction, extension, 
or improvement of works for the supply of 
water on gold-fields. We understand that 
regulations prescribing the form of such ap- 
plications, and the manner in which they 
must be made, will shortly be gazetted, and 
we are enabled to give the following sum- 
mary of them in advance -Persons desirous 
of obtaining 3Ucli advances must make writ- 
ten application to the Warden or official 
agent of the district or Province in which 
the works are proposed to be constructed. 
The application must, contain the names and 
descriptions of the applicants, and of the 
engineer and manager of the enterprise. It 
must also contain a general description of the 
intended works, their extent, tlio nature and 
extent of the ground to be supplied, and the 
maximum rate to be charged for the water, 
and must be accompanied by attested copies 
of the certificates of title to the water or 
ground. Particulars must also be given of 
the estimated cost of the enterprise ; the 
proposed capital ; the interests, if any, af- 
feiteil by the diversion or storage of the 
water to be dealt with ; and the amount of 
money proposed to be borrowed, which must 
not exceed one-third of the estimated cost of 
the construction of the works. With the 
application must bo forwarded a receipt from 
the Receiver of Land Revenue of the district 
for 2^ per cent, of the proposed loan. This 
deposit-, minus the cost of inquiry, will be 
returned on the application being granted. 
Before the money is advanced, the ('rejectors 
of the enterprise must give the Minister a] 
Valid lien or mortgage, covering its amount, ! 
over tire works to be constructed, — such lien 
or mortgage being prepared at the expense 
of tiie projectors, and registered in the War- 
den’s Court of the district. No money will 
be advanced until the projectors of the works 
have registered themselves under the Mining! 
Companies Limited Liability Act or Joint j 
Stock Companies Act. The rate of interest 
charged will be 7 per cent., payable quarterly 
from the date of the advance : and the capital 
must be repaid out of tho profits of the enter- 
prise in the same proportion as the amount 
of money advanced by the Government bears 
to the paid-up capital of the capital . — Daily 
Tims , Jan. 11.

This was an application for a dis- 
solution of mining partnership between com- 
plainant and defendant, and for the compul- 
sory adjustment of certain claims by the for- 
mer against tho latter. Tile defendant pleaded 
not indebted. George Gilford, the com- 
plainant, was sworn, but his evidence was so 
vague and inconclusive that his Worship de- 
cided to adjourn the case for a week, to en- 
able the complainant tu render proper ac- 
counts, and furnish copies of the same for 
the information of the Court. 

Claim for Rent of Water. — John Saul 
d. Francis Bolton (both of Sandy Point, Upper 
Clutha). The complainum sought to recover 
£17 for the use of a certain water-race for 
seventeen weelts from lltli August to 10th 
December, 1871. The plaintiff failed to 
prove any agreement on tho part of defen- 
dant to pay £1 per week for the use of the 
water, and admitted having received £10 in 
October as part payment for purchase of the 
race. The defendant’s evidence went to 
show that he had agreed to pay from the 9th 
October, 5s. a week for the use of half the 
plaintiff s water for two years, and that on 
the same date he agreed to purchase the 
other half of the race for £55, of which he 
paid defendant £10. £2 10s. had been paid 
into Court on account of rent of water, and 
judgment was given for that amount, with 
costs of Court, and 21a. professional costs. 

Breach of Agreement.— James Ritchie 
and William Clyde sued Robert Smart for 
£100 damages for breach of agreement to 
transfer a slmra in a quartz claim at Garrick 
Range. Mr Wilson for plaintiffs ; Mr 
Brough for defendant. From the evidence it 
appeared that the defendant had offered to 
transfer his interest in a certain claim to 
the plaintiffs, and that when the latter 
went to hiin to obtain Ills signature to tho 
transfer, lie told them he had changed his 
mind, and refused to carry out the agree- 
ment. His Worship gave judgment for £5, 
with Court and professional costs. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Protection for CO days was granted to Jas. 
Gibson and five others for quartz claim No. 
1 east of the Heart of Oak (to test reef). 

Residence A ran. — Thcapplicat ion of Thomas 
Horrigan was struck out, the applicant not 
appearing. 

Head Races . — Robert Barnes and two 
others applied for two sluice-heads of water 
from a point seventy yards below Barnard 
and party’s tail-race, Pipeclay Gully. Ob- 
jections which had been lodged by Barnard’s 
party were now partially withdrawn, a id the 
application was granted on condition that 
the bank necessary to be erected for divert- 
ing the water should not exceed twelve inches 
in height. — George Hogg and another applied 
for permission to take eight sluice-heads mini 
a point 84 miles up the Hawea River, Tho 
application had been objected to on the pre- 
vious Court-day by E, H. Thomas, and was 
then adjourned to enable the parties to come 
to an understanding. His Worship granted 
the application,— the race to he ten feut from 
Thomas’s race. — The application of Charles 
Hoffman and five others (Nil Dosperandum 
party) for two sluioo-heads from upper branch 
of Pipeclay Gully, was granted, subject to 
the following conditions agreed upon between 
the applicants and objectors : — “ That tho 
water shall be returned into the creek bed 
at a not lower portion of the creek than 
where the present application for right is 
posted indicating the termination of their 
race— i.e., at right angles from tho peg.”

Tragic Fate of a Quartz Prospector. 



On the southern outskirts of Grass Valley, 
California, is a well worked and prosperous 
quartz mine, which has astnry of its own both 
touching and characteristic. The mine was 
first owned by a company that employed as an 
agent for its development one of its principal 
stockholders — an Irishman of rare intelligence 
and integrity.
